CORNER HEDGES, BLESSING OR HAZARD? 
Hedges at the edge of intersecting streets have 


often come up for discussion when traffic hazards 
are being discussed. Most people like shrubs and 
hedges and they are reluctant to do anything to rob 
another of the same pleasure, with the result that 
hedges on corners exist and often grow to a height 
and a breadth which makes it virtually impossible to 
see intersecting traffic as one approaches alongside 
these growths. 

If the presence of these intersection shrubs or 
hedges caused all using the streets on which they exist 
to exercise extra caution, they might be considered a | 
blessing. However, the fact is that too many motor- 
ists. sail through without regard to approaching 
traffic and collisions or near-collisions result. This 
places the growths in the hazard category. | 

There are two ways to reduce or remoye the 
danger these hedges present: (1) cut down the growth 
or (2) lower it to the point where visibility is not ob- 
scured., A bylaw regulating the height of hedges at in- | 
tersections would probably meet with less opposition 
than one banning them altogether ... What do you 
think? |

GET OUT AND GET OUT QUICKLY! 

Lindsay’s Chamber of Commerce has been maneu- 
vered into a very undesirable position, a position it 
should endeavour to get out of and get out of quickly! 
There’s no time to lose ... The chips are down and it 
would look as though the game was going to get 
rough from here in, if the Chamber persists in pro- 
ceeding further with its proposed bloodless bullfight 
plans. 

When Dr. C.W.M. Service, Lindsay surgeon, 
spoke out in opposition to the plan at the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, he was not “a 
voice in the wilderness” as some slanted’ reports im- 
plied. He was one of the few people who, inwardly 
opposed to the idea, had the courage it required to 
speak out... It takes a lot of courage to do that but 
once someone breaks the ice, others follow. Two 
Toronto newspapers have given the Chamber of Com- 
merce, its management and the Town of Lindsay a 
thorough going over concerning this radical plan to 
introduce a restricted Latin-American custom into 
Canada. 

Lindsay doesn’t need, nor can it stand, too much 
of this adverse publicity ... It’s making the town the 
laughing stock of Ontario. andl as has been noted by 
Dr. Service and others, this is not apt to attract the 
type of people to Lindsay who will contribute to its 
development. 

Another very serious aspect of this situation is 
the fact that the Ontario Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals has been placed in false light 
in a statement attributed to a Chamber of Commerce 


official appearing in a local weekly newspaper. A 
headline in that paper asserts that “Bullfight for 
Lindsay cleared with O.S.P.C.A. in Toronto”. The 


0.S.P.C.A. emphatically denies this and it is under- 
stood it is contemplating legal action to bring about 
redress for the injury its good name has suffered. 
Now, there could be great play on words concern- 
ing this affair, but this‘a time for plain talk. We would 
advise the Lindsay Chamber of Commerce to disassoci- 
ate itself from the bullfight ring as quickly as possible. 
mending whatever fences it can on the way out, and 
reverting to its own line of work, leaving the enter- 
tainment to those who make a specialty of it. Very little 
would be lost at this stage in the game and face-saving 
is still possible but the point of no return with its ap- 
parent hazards is at hand. It would be folly to proceed. 


ACTION AND CREDIT 

Several days ago attention was called to the fact 
that a pioneer Mariposa cemetery had been partially 
despoiled in the process of constructing the Trans- 
Canada Highway. It was urged at that time that the 
Township of Mariposa take some action to protect 
the graves of those people who contributed to its early 
life, an appeal which had been made on previous occa- 
sions but which went unheeded. 

After the appearance of the editorial we received 
a communication from Premier Frost and subsequent 
contacts were made with Dept. of Highways person- 
nel. Mr. Sims of the Port Hope division of this de- 
partment was especially helpful, as was Mr. Glen Gor- 
don of Mr. Frost’s office and as a result of their com- 
bined action, results were obtained. The cemetery is 
being nicely tidied up and, where possible, damage 
righted. This is a credit to the Dept. of Highways and 
the contractors responsible for doing the work. 

All that remains now is for the proper authority to 
be established to see that this burial ground gets the 
periodic attention it requires to make it presentable 
and prevent its further molestation. The Oakwood 
Cemetery Board or Mariposa Township Council could 
give some leadership in this respect.

Mr. Service, after having lived a pretty full life in- 
Sofar as travel and adventure are concerned, was asked 
during the course of the T.V, interview whether or 
not it was true that he was an agnostic, a person who 
subscribes to the doctorine that neither, the existence 
nor the nature of God, nor the ultimate origin of the 


upiverse is known or knowable - - that all know- 
ledge is relative and therefore uncertain. His 
questioner noted that Mr. Service made frequent 


references to a Deity in his verse and that this had led 
some persons to believe the story of his agnosticism 
was a figment of fable and not a fact. 

Naturally this was a question which made tele- 
viewers sit up and take notice. What would Mr, Ser- 
vice’s answer be?.... . Would he declare himself 
publicly to millions of televiewers to be an agnostic. . 
Would he do this knowing that his pronouncement 
might have a profound influence on those who watch- 
ed and listened to him? 

Robert W. Service replied that it was true he was 
an agnostic and that he neither saw nor had seen any- 
thing in this life to convince him that there was a 
Deity or an after-life, but he qualified his pronounce- 
ment with these words: “I’m sorry to say’. These 
words, to us, were more striking than the answer to 
the question itself. Here was a man who, at 85, had 
travelled over much of the world, witnessed many 
things, claiming himself to be a realist who allowed 
himself to dream on occasion, and yet now, as he 
neared the end of his road, was “sorry to say’’ he had 
seen nothing to convince him of the existence of a 
Deity. It was as though Mr. Service had sought 
throughout his life to find the evidence he needed to 
assure him that there was a Deity and an after life 
but had failed? Could it be that Mr. Service was too 
realistic and demanded too much in the way of eyi- 
dence, more than would satisfy the average realist? 
Or was he so intent in proving to himself that there 
was nothing in this world to prove God's existence 
that he missed the evidence which would have set his 
mind at rest?

Thistles are familiar weeds to ev- 
eryone and thelr sharp spine-tipped 


stock as to humans. They spread by 
creeping root stal’s as well as by seed 
and are classed as “Prohibited Nox- 
jous Weeds” under the Canada Seeds 
Act in fact, the Field Crops 
Branch of the (-ntario Department 
of Agriculture states that Canada 
Thistle, the most common and wide-~ 
ly spread yaricty has been the sub- 
ject of more weed legislation than 
any other plant in America and -n 
the earliest organized efforts to 
contro] weeds was the only weed 
named {n provincial and state weed 
legislation. Canada thistle is a| 
perennial with lavender wooly 
flower about three-quarters of an 
inch in dia.nster. 

There are, as well, three types of

Editorial 


THERE'S APT TO BE TROUBLE HERE 

Victoria Avenue north has been made a “stop” 
street at the Wellington St. intersection but the hazard 
is no less as a result, at least not yet. 

In the past, cars using Wellington St. were in the 
habit of exercising caution at the Victoria Ave. N. 
junction because Victoria Ave. had earned itself a re- 
putation as a speedway and squealing brakes were not 
an unusual] sound until the Wellington Street regulars 
became aware of the danger. 

With the installation of “stop” signs on Victoria 
at the crossing, the Wellington St. motorists have as- 
sumed that the avenue travellers will obey the signs 
and they have developed a false sense of security. 
This is perhaps due in part to the fact that they are 
unaware that the “stop” sign on the east side of the 
avenue is none too conspicuous and those unfamiliar 
with its presence apt to drive right by without notic- 
ing it... As a matter of fact, it is the exception and 
not the rule to see motorists going north stop at this 
intersection on the east side. Since the signs were 
erected there*have been several close calls. 

There are many things wrong about the arrange- 
ment, all of them correctible. Among these are the 
shrubs at the intersection which have lately been al- 
lowed to grow too high, thus partially obscuring the 
stop sign. Then there is the fact that Victoria Ave. 
is still a two-way street on both sides despite the divid- 
ing railway line which splits it nearly down the middle 
and makes it a “natural” for being converted to one- 
way lanes northbound travel on the east and 
southbound on the west. A further complication 
lessens the effectiveness of the “‘stop” sign on the east 


and that is its presence on a-steep grade which makes - 


stopping somewhat awkward. 

To,sum up: While it is obvious that a deterrent 
to “too-fast-for-safety” driving on Victoria Ave. N. is 
necessary, an improvement over the present method 
adopted to achieve this goal should be sought.

RECOGNIZE POISON IVY 
FOR SAFE: VACATION 

For some reason Poison Ivy is 
rarely founa noréa ci Cochrane, but 
residents of the remainder of Ont- 
ario would do well to learn to reco- 
gnize it and aveid it, warns the 
Field Crops Branch of the Ontario 
Depaztment of Agriculture. The 
Id adage “Leaflets three, let it 
be” is worth remembering, for while 
not all p!ants wi a three leaves are 
poison ivy; all poison ivy has three 
leaves. 


Many school -sards, playgrounds 
and beaches are iniested with poi- 
son ivy, creating a hazard for child- 
ren at play.

Wilson Mills Southam 


Publisher of The Ottawa Citizen, 1897-1920 


by Eobert C. Read 


It is said of many notable newspaper personages that they had “printer's ink 
in their veins”. This may or may not have been so in the case of Wilson Mills 
Southam, but probably more’ to the point is the fact that he undoubtedly got it 
on his hands. 


Closely associated with the printing and publishing business for nearly 60 


years, Mr. Southam made his first contact with it when he was only 16 years old, 
He went to work in the old Mail Job Printing Company which was founded by 
his father and which eventually became Southam Press, Toronto, 

This early contact with the actual production of printing was never forgotten 
by W. M. Southam, He never lost interest in the techniques of printing or in the 
personalities and welfare of the men who were entrusted with the mechanical 
phases of producing his newspaper. 

Wilson Mills Southam was born October 2, 1868, at London, Ontario, eldest. 
son of the late William ond Wilson Milla Southam. He moved with his family 
to Hamilton in 1877 when William Southam and his partner bought The Hamilton 
Spectator. 

Educated in public schools and Hamilton Collegiate, he joined his father in 
the management of The Spectator on the death of the partner,” William Carey, 
In 1897 he became managing director and publikher of The Ottawa Citizen when 
it was purchased by his father. He retired from active direction of The Citizen in 
1920 to take over management of Southam Limited, at that time the holding 
company for all the Southam interests. 

He retired from active business in 1926 and died on August 24, 1947, : 

At the helm as a newspaper publisher, Wilson Southam’s questing mind would 
lead him to explore new paths. Indoctrinated by Lord Grey, a liberal-thinking 
Governor General, he collaborated in founding the Proportional Represontation 
Society of Canada, and in enlisting Mackenzie King’s membership. 

At the end of World War 1, when the Great War Veterans’ Association lacked 
funds to rent adequate office space, The Citizen's publisher mada offices available 
rent-free, practically one entire floor of the Citizen Building. From this pioneer 
beginning of the G.W.V.A. emerged the Canadian Legion. 

After retirement from active service in the daily newspaper field, Mr, Southam 
continued to follow crusading paths. During the years of chronic depression, he 
espoused the views of Maynard Keynes in favour of a more liberal monetary 
policy, to counteract deflation, Prime Minister Bonnett a d with him but 

iled to win the support of cabinet colleagues or economic advisers, who feared a 
recurrence of inflation. 

Mr. Southam was one of the first to sense the value of classified advertising to 
the readership of his newspaper, as distinct from revenue, and ho fostered it 
carefully. The result was that classified advertising excellence became a tradition 
with The Citizen. 

In his liberal (hinking, Wilson Southam was far ahead of his time. From his 
earliest, newspaper-days he had the keenest sympathy with the labor movement 
and privately published many pamphlets and brochures on enlightened labor- 
management relationships. He was also an advocate of a revised World Calendar 
when this was considered a plaything for visionaries. 

In 1899, Mr. Southam married Henrietta A. Cargill, third daughter of the 
late Henry Cargill, M.P., of Cargill, Ontario, They had four sons and two 
daughters.

SHAMEFUL SUGGESTION 

~We read somewhere that Lindsay has some visitors 
in its midst from Mexico.

Is this to be 
interpreted to mean that the people of Lindsay are 
being urged to siare at those who visit the town from 
other lands? If the answer is “yes” then we have no

WE CAME OFF BETTER... 

It is the considered opinion of the Bank of Mon- 
treal’s economic minds that Canada is well along the 
road leading out of the latest recession and that the 
chances are it will make the return trip to better 
times ahead of neighbouring United States. 

Reviewing the facts in connection with the most 
recent recession (we had one in 1953-54 in case you've 
lost wack), a bank review of current economic trends 
states in part, quote: 

“Effects of the recent recession have not been as 
serious or as extensive in Canada as in the United 
States, according to the Bank of Montreal’s Business 
Review for July, just issued, which attributes this re- 
silience to the relative strength in this country of 
consumer demand and of exports. 

“Under the title of “Two Paths of Recession”, the 
review Says the Canadian economy is now on the up- 
turn, and that, according to the latest figures, the 
U.S. recession may now haye reached its lowest depth 
also. 

“The review comments that while no two recessions 
are exactly alike, there is one similarity between the 
present recession and that of 1953-54, in that the de- 
cline in Canada was once again a more gradual and 
less extensive one than in the U.S. 

“Our main source of strength has been that, 
while U.S. consumers have been buying less since 
the third quarter of 1957 in spite of exhortations to 
“buy now’, Canadian consumers have continued to 
“increase their spending, the bank says. Despite unem- 
ployment, total income of Canadian consumers has 
continued upwards, while in the U.S., there has been a 
slight decline. 

‘ A further condition in Canada's favor, the B 
of M says, was that the American net balance in 
‘toreign trade has deteriorated, while the Canadian has 
shown an improvement.”

THE SUBJECT OF INDUSTRY... 

The subject of-industry for Lindsay has been a 
-topic of discussion in many quarters for many a day 
~.. And to the moment that is about as far as it has 
gone... We are still without additional industry, 

At this time it might be good to reflect for a mo- 
Ment on past history insofar as it applies to the in- 
dustrial growth in Lindsay. These reflections might 
be confined to one particular phase of development. 

. that period immediately following World War 
Two. 

Briefly, the town had no elaborate industrial de- 
velopment setup... Mr. Dan McQuarrie was consider- 
ed a capable industrial ambassador and he undertook, 
without any strings, (except for a guarantee of his 
out-of-pocket expenses) to secure some industry for 
Lindsay. He was successful... more successful] than 
any individual or any group has been since the last 
major industry moved into town. 

We believe this fact demands the attention of all 
those who profess to be interested in further industrial 
growth here. 


ON THE LINE... 

Magistrate R, I. Moore of Lindsay is reported to 
have commented on the need for greater care in the 
planning of the white lines in the centre of highways 
traversing this section of Ontario. Magistrate Moore 
is quoted in one report as having said that “only a 
few days ago he had been driving up a hill behind a 
truck and noticed the road marking would have per- 
mitted him to pass even though he could not see over 
the crest of the hill ahead.”

The incorrectness of highway markings does not 
excuse a driver for not exercising care but faulty 
markings could cause him to err, and to err in today’s 
traffic might well mean to die. 


AN AGE OF CONTRADICTIONS 

With the Ontario Hog Producers Marketing Plan 
vote just cooling out, we find C. J. Harris’ comments 
written under the caption “Topsy-Turvy” of more than 
passing interest. In fact, there is a timeliness about his 
observations which make them almost a must for rural 
reader consumption at this moment. 

We quote from his remarks: 

“It's getting to be a topsy-turvy world. On the 
one hand we have Russia, the ultimate in socialism, 
changing direction and veering towards capitalism’s 
free marketing of farm products. On the other hand 
here in capitalistic Canada more and more of our farm 
products ave being brought under the planned economy 
controls of socialism. 

“A major reform in the Soviet agricultural system 
just announced by Khrushchey is interpreted by Harry 
Schwartz of the New York Times thus: “In essence 
the key lesson learned by the Soviet agricultural offic- 
ials who visited the United States three years ago is

now being applied to the collective farms. That lesson 
is simply that the market forces of supply and demand, 
price and cost, profit and loss are more effective stimuli 
for an efficient agriculture than the government ex- 
hortations and orders the Soviet Union has relied upon 
for three decades.””, 

“Russia's new system will be far from a free mar- 
ket but, in spite of Khrushchey’s’ constant and_ bitter 
criticism of capitalism’s freedom of enterprise, he is un- 
doubiedly moving towards our system of individual re- 
sponsibility and reward for mcentive.

Dr. W. Raab of Burlington, Vt., 
Says that people who lack physi- |

“loafer's heart.” He urges more but 
wise activity for health, 

Dr. Raab warns that “an all- 
embracing philosophy of both 


ism deprives human lives of most} 
of its higher values and incentives. | 
It leads to unimaginative boredom 
and@ breeds addiction to cheap en- 
tertainment and to the various 
commercially available substitutes 
for mental stability and sprritual 
creativeness.” 

I take issue with many of the 
doctor's statements. First, and 
perhaps least important to the} 
question in hand is gobbledegook. 
Instead of saying, “it leads to un- 
imaginative boredom and breeds | 
addiction to cheap entertainment) 
and to the yarious commerciaily | 
available substitutes, etc.,” why not) 
come right out and say “cheap | 
television ang grade CG movies?”| 
or did the doctor mean that “sit- 
ting down” and watching a baseball 
game is bad too? 

Another point at issue: I don’t 
“Physical and mental 
take-it-easyism" should be lumped 
together. Does the doctor want us! 
to believe that the physically lazy 
person is also the mentally lazy 
one? 

Sitting in a rocking chair read- 
ing is surely nog “depriving human

agree he is entitled to his opinion) 

T am always concerned that some | 
susceptible reader will go off on 
a harmful “exercise spree” to get 
himself ‘into condition.” I must! 
keep reiterating that arteries over 
40 can’t take what teen-aged ar- 
teries can But people forget tt! 
because they believe that “exer-/| 
cise is good for you.” | 

Yeslerday, the local newspaper 
told of a 42-year-old man who 
dropped dehd on the tennis courts. 
A few weeks ago I read of a 
nationally prominent man of 46 
who died the same way. One thing | 
you can be sure of: they didn't} 
die of “loafer’s heart." I would! 
prefer to cal] their untimely de- 
mise due to “misguided middle- 
aged athlete's heart,” | 

I am convinced that more people 
after 40 die of overexertion than 
from underexertion. How about! 
the persons who die in bed, you 
may ask. Surely they outnumber} 
the occasional ones you hear about! 
on tennis courts, etc, 

But I have gone into the nis- 
tories of many people who have 
had coronary attacks, for instance. 
In so many cases I found that | 
the patients had been “overwork- | 
ing the previous week,” or say “I

THE FACTS ABOUT EYE BANKS 

Today most large 
more eye surgeons who make a 
study of corneal 
according to an article by Dr, Hugh 
L. Ormsby in the current issue 
of Magazine Health, official publi- 
cation of the Health League of 
Canada. One of the major prob- 


‘lems facing surgeons in this field 
is the scarcity of donor eyes suit- | 


able for corneal grafting. Ij, is still 
generally accepted by these sur- 
geons, that the eyes must be hea!- 
thy and must be used soon after 
the death of the donor. The most 
important function of the 
bank is therefore to obtain the eye 
as soon after death as possible, 
to examine it for disease, to treat 
it with antiseptic agents and io 
transport it to waiting surgeons 
without delay. One of the most 
extensive research programs of its 
kind on problems dealing with 
Eye Bank storage and corneal graft 
ing has been underway during the 
past four years in the Department 
of Ophthalmology, University cf 
Toronto, says Dr. Hugh L, Ormsby. 
In a series of 70 corneal grafts 
performed at Toronto General 
Hospital in the past four year, not 
a single eye has been lost by in- 
fection. Since the institution of 
the Ontario Eye Bank in 1956, 188 
eyes have been received and 100 
eyes have been provided for cor-

The 
greatest number of these deaths 
occurred jn the age group between 
65 and 69 years, 104 or one-fifth 
were in this age group. In 1950 
the death rate per 100,000 popu- 
lation was 12.3 in Ontario, There- 
fore the diabetic death rate in the 
province of Ontario shows f small 
but definite increase in the past 
five years. 

Since we have reason to believe 
that the incidence of diabetes is 
increasing we must conclude that 
the diabetic is now living longer 
with the disease. Indeed in a group 
of 7,222 fatal cases the average 
age at death, since the use oi 
insulin, has risen from 44 to 64 
years.

Fundy’s Friendly Tides

Fundy’s fabulous tides — 
believed to be the highest 
in the world — have tried 
the skill and patience of 
sailors for centuries, but to 
Nova Scotia's fishermen 
who dwell near the 
Minudie marshlands at the 
head of the Bay of Fundy 
they are known as the — 
“Friendly Tides’ for twice 
a day when the tudes roll 
in they bring with them a 
tich harvest of shad, a 
tasty fish of the herring 
class. The fishermen hang 
their nets on stakes at low 
tude, then return to their 
homes to wait for the tides 
(which in some parts of the 
Bay reach a height of 70 
feet) to drive the shad 
ashore where they become 
trapped in the nets. When 
the tide goes out again the ~ 
fishermen may take in as 
many as 1000 shad. This 
picturesque and unusual 
method of fishing requires 
only the simplest of gear: 
a net, a cart and a ladder. 


Shad, which are trapped by their gills in the net are removed at low tide. The fish 
average about 2 feet in length, weigh up to 14 pounds. Shad roe is considered a great 
delicacy by connoisseurs.
